To the Inhabitants of the Town of Peterborough Qualified to 
Vote in Town Affairs 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said 
Town on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March next, at nine of 
the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


ist. To choose all necessary town officers and agents for the 
ensuing year. 


2nd. To bring in your votes for the election of Delegates- 
at-Large, Alternate Delegates-at-Large, District Delegates, 
Alternate District Delegates to the National Conventions of 
the Democratic and Republican parties, to be held for the 
purpose of nominating party candidates for President and Vice- 
President of the United States. 


3rd. -To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the maintenance of the Poor, for the laying out and repairing 
of highways, and all other charges arising within the town, and 
appropriate the same. 


4th. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the support of the Fire Department, and the 
Public Library, and for Memorial Day. 


5th. To ste what sums of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate towards paying the town debt and interest. 


6th. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees or 
officers heretofore chosen, and to pass any vote relating thereto. 


7th. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
to appoint a police officer, or as many as may be required, to 
preserve order in and about the public places in town, and to 
perform other duties as may be required by the Selectmen, both 
day and night, and raise and appropriate money for the same. 
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8th. To see if the town will vote to accept legacies and gifts 
given to the town in trust by any individual or individuals. 


9th. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to defray the expenses of Old Home Week 


10th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate towards building the South Side State High- 
way and to accept Federal Aid. 


11th. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
to petition the Governor and Council to route the South Side 
State Highway through Granite Street. 


12th. To see if the town will vote to complete the South 
Side State Highway from the end of the Federal Aid Project 
opposite the residence of W. A. Knight to Granite Street with 
State Aid, and to raise and appropriate money for the same or 
take any other action relating thereto. 


13th. To see what action the town will take for construction 
or rebuilding of Granite Street and raise and appropriate money 
for the same by the issuance of bonds or serial notes, or take 
any other action relating thereto. 


14th. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
money for use on the Contoocook Valley Road, in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 117, Laws of 1917. 


15th. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of One Thousand dollars to construct a gravel road on 
any portion of the Greenfield road. The same to be under the 
supervision of the Highway Agent. 


16th. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the purpose of protecting the trees 
of the town against Insect pests. 


17th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to repair the town tool house or take any 
other action relating thereto. 


18th. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
money for Band Concerts. 


19th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to aid in the support of the Peterborough 
Hospital. 


20th. To see if the town will vote to give the Peterborough 
Hospital its Water rental free of charge. 
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21st. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
money for the erection of street lights in the following locations: 

(a) On Grove Street opposite Historical Building 

(b) On Summer Street near North end of Unitarian Church 

(c) On Concord Street between Sand Hill Road and entrance 
to the Peterborough Hospital 

(d) On Altemont Street, West Peterborough 

(e) On Sand Hill Road 

(f) On lower end of Summer Street 

The location of said poles to be determined by the selectmen. 


22nd. To see if the town will vote to extend the Water Sys- 
tem on Summer Street and raise and appropriate money for the 
same, or take any other action relating thereto. 

23rd. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road 
known as the “‘Clubby Scott Road” extending from Windy Row 
to Middle Hancock road. 


24th. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
five-hundred dollars for the construction of a cement sidewalk 
on Union Street from a point opposite the Reynolds place 
continuing westerly as far as this sum will permit. 


25th. To see if the town will vote to extend the town Water 
System from the Basket Shop to a point in front of the dwelling 
house of Fred P. Waite and raise and appropriate money for 
‘the same.

Chief Engineer’s Report 


To THE SELECTMEN OF PETERBOROUGH, N. H.: 


Gentlemen: As chief of the Fire Department I wish to sub- 
mit the following report for the year 1923. 

During the year the Department has responded to 54 alarms, 
18 gong and 36 still or telephone calls. 

-As Forest Fire Warden we have responded to calls for help 
from the towns of Dublin and Sharon and I have issued 47 
fire permits. 

This is a branch of the fire service that we hope the property 
owner and those who are not should continue to respect more 
fully, because it will save yourself and neighbors a lot of trouble 
also the tax payers pocket book. I should call the attention of 
real estate owners of the condition of a number of places in 
town along the public highway where wood has been chopped 
and the brush allowed to remain, now it is your duty to see that 
the brush is thrown back or burned up the same as the tele- 
phone company or the lumber operator does. 

During the year the central fire station has received two 
coats of paint which puts it in fair condition for a number of 
years. 

I wish to remind people who smell Shaki not to leave it, if 
you cannot locate the cause, call in members of the department 
either night or day, take no chances. 

During long cold spells we are very apt to have a hotter fire, 
hence the single brick chimneys get hotter so watch out. 

I am glad to see in our schools the importance of being more 
careful about the handling of inflammable material and the 
accumulation of rubbish in and around buildings, being im- 
pressed on the minds of the students, because education is our 
salvation which will enable us to cut down the enormous loss 
by fire from carelessness. 
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The apparatus and equipment of the department is the 
same with the exception that we had to discard some of our 
fire hose which should be replaced the coming year. The 
present covering of the roof of the central station should be 
replaced with some new material of some kind.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To THE SCHOOL BOARD OF PETERBOROUGH: 

I herewith submit my sixth annual report on the schools of 
Peterborough, it being the eighteenth in the series issued by 
superintendents. 


‘TEACHERS 


Of the teaching force for the current year eight were new to 
their positions in September. This is 42% of the entire force. 
of this number three had previously been employed as teachers, 
two being transferred and one employed after an absence of 
two years. This would make approximately 26% as being 
entirely new on the force. 

All have received special training for their work. In the 
High School three teachers, besides having a college degree, 
took a certain amount of work in Education as a part of their 
college course. Two are graduates of the three year courses 
in our Normal Schools. In the grades nine are graduates of 
Normal Schools or Training Schools, one has had one year 
at Normal with six weeks of summer training additional, and 
two have had from two to three summer sessions of six weeks 
each at the Normal schools. Of the two special teachers, 
music and drawing, both have had ample training in technical 
schools of their particular department. The training of all 
the teachers in indicative of the character of work that you 
may find in your schools. 

In New Hampshire, at least, the time is happily past when 
any one, with no special aptitude or training for the work, can 
come into our schools and, at the expense of the children, earn 
a few dollars to tide them over an emergency, or get enough 
money to buy a wedding trousseau. Every teacher now must 
have had some special training for the work. This fact, while, 
of course, not a guarantee of good instruction, is a much better 
basis on which to rest our confidence in the efficiency of the

schools than was the hit or miss method of securing teachers 
employed a few years ago. 


Judged from a sympathetic view point, and taking into 
consideration all essential factors m each particular case I 
have no hesitation in saying that the work of your teachers is 
efficient and progressive. We must keep constantly in mind 
the fact that education is not a creative process, but Is essen- 
tially a process of development. No teacher has any part in 
creating the native ability of her pupils, but she is an important 
factor in developing what ability she finds in them. In other 
words no teacher can create brains, however much she may 
develop them. 


PROMOTIONS 


The question of promotion is often a very perplexing one, 
and very frequently is the source of friction between pupil 
and parent and teacher. If pupils could be promoted by rule, 
of thumb all might be well, but it is not done in that way. 
Various factors enter into the question, and to a large extent 
each individual child is a case by himself. What has been the 
quality of his work during the year? Has he been regular in 
‘attendance? If the quality of his work has been poor, what 
has been the reason for this? Is he mentally capable of profit- 
ing by the instruction in the succeeding grade? Is he mentally 
sluggish or alert? These and many other factors have to be 
taken into consideration. With all these factors in mind, what 
is best for the educational welfare of the child? This is the all 
important question, and the answer to it is frequently very 
obscure. Of course, It may sometimes happen that promotion 
is determined by the personal relation between pupil and teacher, 
but this is infrequently the case. All things considered the 
teacher is, probably, as capable of judging correctly as to the 
fitness of a child for promotion as are the parents or other out- 
side persons. However keenly we, as parents, may feel that our 
childis as richly endowed mentally as our neighbor’s child, the fact 
remains that there is a wide variation in the mental capability 
of children when they enter school and in succeeding years. 
This, however, by no manner of means proves that a child who, 
in his early school life is slow in development, is a mentally 
deficient child. Nature, for her finest products, takes the long- 
est time for growth, and a child whose development is slow 
may, in the end, possess a finer mental aie ae than _ his 
apparently brighter schoolmate. 
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Can a school be judged a success or a failure in proportion to 
the number of children it promotes or does not promote? Prob- 
ably such a basis of judgment is correct in a large way and over 
a series of years, but here, again, peculiar factors and condi- 
tions have to be taken into consideration. To set up an abso- 
lute standard of twelve, or fifteen, or twenty per cent as the 
limit of non-promotions, and judge the success of each particular 
school on that one basis alone is, manifestly, unfair. 

The following table shows how we stood, considering the town 
as a whole, in the matter of promotions:

This gives a total of 373 promotions, and 51 non-promotions, 
or 12% non-promotions. The average for the state was 12.5%. 

With each case of non-promotion the teacher was asked to 
give the reason. Of the reasons given the most numerous were 
irregular attendance, poor physical condition, sickness, inatten- 
tion, poorly prepared in previous grades, and a few were called 
-mentally deficient. While, of course, from the nature of the 
case, the reasons are not absolutely accurate or scientific, and 
are the judgment of one person, nevertheless they are a fair 
indication of some of the more frequent causes of non-promotion. 


FINANCES 


To the average run of taxpayers the finances of the school 
department is of considerable interest. Many statements and 
much incorrect information gets into circulation which an 
analysis of the facts show, is without a solid foundation. The 
few facts following may be of interest. 

As will be seen from the financial statement of the school de- 
partment the total expended for the year 1922—23 was $35,075.71. 
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This does not include liabilities to the amount of $281.48 which 
should properly be a part of this amount. Included in this are 
all fixed charges such as insurance, the two dollar per capita 
Tax. EU. 


Using this amount as a basis the average cost last year, per 
pupil, was $70.71. The current expenditure per pupil over the 
state as a whole was $75.49. . 


It is often remarked that we are spending more in proportion 
on our High School than we are on the elementary schools. 
Not including expenses of administration, which, of course, 
are a charge on the High School as well as on the elementary, 
or any of the fixed charges such as insurance state tax, etc., 
we spent last year on the High School $8613.90, and on the ele- 
mentary school $24,638.68. Based on average membership 
this was an expenditure, per pupil, in the High School of $113.34 
and in the elementary schools of $70.39. The current expen- 
diture over the state was, for High Schools $143.55, for elemen- 
tary schools $63.07. Based on enrollment we spent in the 
High School $107.67 for each pupil, and in the elementary, 
schools $59.22. In other words as between an elementary and 
High School pupil, the state as a whole averaged 69% on the 
High School pupil, we averaged approximately 61%. 

Teachers’ salaries took 62.4% of the total expense, text books 
and supplies 4%, transportation 6.9%. These are a few of the 
more important items. Comparison shows that we run quite 
close to the state average, with slight variations in some items. 


ENROLLMENT AND ATTENDANCE 


517 different pupils were enrolled in the schools last year, 
with an average membership of 426, and an average attendance 
of 389. The per cent of attendance was 91.4%. The average 
for the state was 93.4%. We ought to do better than this and 
could if regular attendance was taken as seriously by parents 
and children as it ought to be. It. costs, approximately, forty 
cents a day for each child in the public schools, whether he is 
in school every day or not. The fact that the district pays this 
and not the individual parent does not excuse the waste caused 
by irregular attendance. 

Much of the absence during the past year has been caused 
by sickness, measles and scarlet fever being particularly wide 
spread among the school children. During the fall it was neces- 
sary to close six of the schools for two weeks or more because 
of measles, the attendance in some instances having fallen as 
low as 25%. 
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The general work in the schools has been characterized by 
thoroughness and efficiency. Special emphasis during the last 
year has been continued on Spelling. The method we are using 
Is proving to be practical and thorough, and all spelling tests 
that have been given have shown that the great majority of the 
children are well beyond the standard set for their grade. The 
spelling is functioning in the written work of the children, which, 
of course, is the real test of efficiency. 


The new system of writing, the Houston system, which was 
introduced this fall, judging from present indications, is going 
to greatly improve the handwriting in the schools. Improved 
results are already quite noticeable in several schools. This ts 
especially true in the lower and middle grades. 


In Arithmetic the work, tested by the means that have been 
developed of late years, is satisfactory and is improving. 

Much criticism is current that work in these so called funda- 
mental subjects is being neglected by the introduction into the 
curriculum of some of the newer phases of education. This ts 
an easy, and often times popular, statement to make, and Is 
characteristic of many of the general statements made without 
supporting facts to back them up. In Peterborough, at any 
rate, these fundamental subjects are not being neglected in any 
way, and are being well taught by approved methods. In addi- 
tion we are giving proper attention -to some of the newer phases 
of education, the importance of which has become fully recog- 
nized. Because a certain subject of instruction was not pur- 
sued years ago, or a-certain method used, or a certain branch 
of activity indulged in is no indication that such things today 
are fads. It is quite likely that they are fully as important in 
the all round development of the child as many of the older 
subjects and methods. 


ScHOOL PLANT 


The new portable building, erected during the summer, Is 
proving to be very serviceable and has made possible the or- 
ganization of the fifth and sixth grades in the Center school 
on an efficient basis. 

The toilet facilities at the Wilson Corner school should be 
improved. At present access to them is by going out doors and 
half way around the school building. This condition could be 
remedied by cutting a door in the rear of the school room, and 
building a covered passageway from the door to the toilets. 
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By putting the door well toward the north corner of the room 
and by moving the toilets to correspond the lighting condition 
of the room could be greatly improved by putting in, say, 
three windows in the rear, and, perhaps, two more on the left 
side. This would convert the building into an excellent rural 
school structure. 


The steel ceiling, suggested in the report of the School Board 
last year, should be provided for during the coming year. 


It is of course, not necessary to review again the crowded 
conditions in the High School. This was done somewhat in 
detail in my report of last year, and the condition is known, at 
least. Whether it is fully realized by many is doubtful. This 
realization cannot come by a casual visit to the school. The con- 
ditions have to be experienced to make full realization possible. 
Platitudes, generalizations, and fervent expressions of hope as 
to the future will never get us very far in remedying the condi- 
tions. To pharaphrase Greeley’s famous remark regarding the 
resumption of specie payment, the only way to remedy the 
present condition is to remedy it. 


Tue Hicu ScHOooL 


As to the work in the High School I quote from Headmaster 
Trafton’s report. 

“The present enrollment of the school is seventy-three 
which is slightly less than that of last year. However, our grad- ~ 
uating class this June numbers only eight while the incoming 
freshman class next fall will probably number twenty. This 
means that we must plan for an enrollment next year of eighty- 
five pupils. Our main room seats sixty-four; our class rooms will 
accommodate comfortably about fifteen pupils, and yet some 
people think we do not need a new high school building. 


“There are several additions to the equipment of the building 
which I consider necessary to the safety and health of the 
pupils. There should be a hood in the chemistry laboratory, 
a new system of alarm gongs for fire drill, and new locks upon 
the outside doors to meet the state fire regulations.”’ 


‘““A strong well developed body is the first requisite for a well 
developed brain. Believing this statement I have always done 
all that I could to encourage athletics. This winter we have 
had basket ball teams for both the boys and girls. While we 
have not been very successful in the number of games won the 
players have gained as much physically as they would if they 
had won all their games. I feel much indebted to Mr. James B. 
Sweeney for the very excellent coaching he has given the boys.”’ 
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“There are at the present time at least eight alumni of our 
school who are doing successful work in our New England 
colleges. I consider this a good record for a small high school. 
We also have four girls attending our Normal Schools.” 


““During the past year Worcester Polytechnic Institute has, 
after inspection of our school, granted us a three year contin- 
uation of certificate privileges.” 


“The only material change in our course of study this year 
has been to offer drawing as an elective subject. I do not ad- 
vocate any further changes next year.” 


In connection with this report from Mr. Trafton I quote 
from Mrs. Lewis’ report regarding the work in the Domestic 
Arts and the noon lunches. 


“This year the noon lunches have been the greatest success. 
When we stop the lunches will have covered everything that 
is required by the state in cooking. The menus average from 
9-15 orders a day for biscuits, rolls, muffins, or sandwiches; 
15-20 orders for the main dish; 15-25 orders for the dessert; 
25-35 orders for cocoa; 8-15 orders for milk. The High School 
girls will be expert bread, pie, cake, cookie and muffin makers. 
* * %* * The parents perhaps do not realize that all of this 
is done with no expense to the school as we intend to pay as we 
go, even the canning is done on a paying basis.”’ 


“The girls have covered over three fourths of the year’s work 
in sewing, doing everything by hand except the long seams and 
places which are not prominent on their projects. During the 
year they make some pieces of underwear such as bloomers, 
petticoat, night dress, step-in, and slips, with embroidery or 
crochet on them, then a dress, something hemstitched, such as 
a bureau scarf, pillow slip, table runner, etc., a knitted project 
and darning and patching.” 


In regard to the music, a prominent feature of our school work, 
Miss Grimes has this to say. 


‘We are trying to obtain better results each year in the read- 
ing of music, the theory of music, and tone quality. Very good 
work is being done in all the schools this year along these 
lines.” 


** A course in music appreciation is being given in all the grades 
by means of the phonograph records. This work is eagerly 
looked forward to by the children, and we realize more and more 
that these listening lessons are a most important part of our 
school music. A small number of records has been purchased 
by three of the rural schools. These records are circulated 
among the three schools, and at the close of the year they will 
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be divided and remain permanently in each school, thus forming 
the nucleus of a library of records which, it is hoped, will be 
added to from time to time. 

“In the Junior High school both a boys’ and a girls’ glee club 
has been formed. This plan was tried last year and has proved 
to be of great help to the Senior High school glee clubs. The 
four clubs meet regularly each week for rehearsals. 

“Interest in the High School orchestra continues, and re- 
hearsals are held each week.”’ 

Regarding the work in drawing and manual training Mrs. 
Carll reports as follows: 

“The aim of the work in drawing is to cultivate in the chil- 
dren an appreciation of good design, good color combinations, 
and good pictures, so that they will not be satisfred with poorly 
designed cards, clothes, furniture, or poor pictures in the 
homes. * * * * We also aim to enable the child to design and 
make many useful things themselves. * * * * 

“In all the grades we ‘study free hand drawing, illustration, 
good color, combinations, designs, poster work, dress design, 
house decoration and furnishing, and history of art. * * * *: 
Of course, in the lower grades the work is very simple, the 
difficulty tmcreasing up through the grades. In the upper 
grades the names of the principal harmonies are learned, and 
there is considerable mechanical drawing, and some perspective 
drawing done. 

““We have some small High School drawing classes this year, 
most of the boys doing mechanical drawing, and the girls 
studying art and hand work. Many very interesting place 
cards have been created by them. 

“The aim of the manual training work is to teach the boys 
how to use tools, and do practical work well. In the manual 
training classes each boy has a chance to make the thing that 
he needs most, provided it meets the approval of the teacher. 
In this way the boy learns how to use tools, square the wood, 
put the pieces together, finish the article nicely, and then enjoy 
using them after they are made. * * * * We need more tools 
to work with and more vises.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 
To THE CITIZENS OF PETERBOROUGH: 


The following report covers the service of the School Board 
from March, 1923, to March, 1924. 

The policy of action has been and is to study cheerfully and 
seriously existing conditions, to remedy defects so far as pos- 
sible, and to make only such changes as shall redound to the 
permanent good of the public school system. 

The function of the public school is to aim to create a funda- 
mental intellectual background so that all the faculties of the 
child shall come into activity to the best advantage. Hence, 
any condition in a system which does not conform to this law 
is no part of the whole. 

The first six years in school are the highly formative ones for 
hand and brain, and deserve unquestionably favorable housing 
conditions and specially trained teachers. Bearing these facts 
in mind, the School Board assure the citizens that it was no 
mistake to give to each of these grades in the Center School a 
-room and a teacher by itself. This is made possible by the port- 
able building, erected during the past summer, now in use for 
the fifth grade; a building of the Springfield type, manufactured 
by the Portable House Company of Keene. It is not an experi- 
ment In any way, as the complete success with which it has 
served its purpose thus far has proved, in heating, lighting, 
ventilation, and general utility. The School Board express at 
this time their gratitude to the citizens for making this improve- 
ment possible. 

In the Household Arts Department in the Center School a 
stmple change has been made by the removal of a partition 
which was no part of the construction of the building, and which 
was only an inconvenience in class room management, and 
general service. x 

Especial attention has been given to the sanitary condition 
of the entire building, notably that of the basement rooms and — 
the toilets, which have been whitened and painted. There are 
always necessary minor repairs which should never be neglected 
in the general upkeep of any building, whether new or old. These 
have all been given attention. 

Under the supervision of Mr. Driscoll, chief of the Fire 
Department, fire extinguishers have been placed on the third 
floor and in the basement. 

Early in September the heating system was thoroughly in- 
spected by Mr. Boswick, heating and lighting inspecting en- 
gineer for the White Mills. This valuable service free of charge 
wes rendered through the courtesy of Mr. R. G. Brown of West 
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Peterborough. The engineer stated that there is ample radia- 
tion for the entire building, made some suggestions in regard 
to valves and pipe-levels, cleaning and managing pipes and 
boilers in the fall, and advised finally that a carpenter be em- 
ployed to adjust loose windows. He stated furthermore that 
the heating proposition there is largely a matter of shoveling in 
the coal, maintaining an even degree of heat, and “‘staying on 
the job.”” The janitor seems to have succeeded in doing all 
three. 

The building as a whole is not an ornament architecturally, 
nor is it a model of convenience within; but it is by no means so 
bad as it is frequently represented. And until the town is able 
financially to build a modern High School it should continue 
to serve its purpose. This discussion, however, belongs to the 
Building Committee, whose report follows. 


All the school buildings outside the village have been given 
minor repairs as needed. At the West school, the unsightly 
trees in the school yard have been cut down and used for fuel. 
In August town water was put in there, and this adds much to 
the well-being and convenience of teachers and children. At 
the North, water has been located, and a well dug. But up to 
date the quality of the supply is not altogether satisfactory. 
It is hoped, however, that this will be corrected later in the 
spring. In this school grateful appreciation is due Mr. Hewitt 
of the Purity Wool Company for his generous gift of food sup- 
plies for the noon lunch. At the Wilson Corner and the South, 
water conditions have been improved chiefly by repairs. At 
the South school, interested parents have contributed regular 
supplies for the noon lunch. The East building which is not 
now used for a school has been put in excellent repair with new 
sills and floor through the generosity of Mr. G. D. Pushee. 
These details seem to be the outstanding features of improve- 
ment in the several schools noted. 


During the past year the problem of transportation has pre- 
sented some intricacties, more or less difficult of solution owing to 
changes in local facilities. The mileage principle, however, has 
been adopted, and in the main rates are based upon that. The 
law requires the District to furnish transportation to all children 
below High School who reside over two miles from the school 
to which they are assigned, but they may be required to walk a 
mile to meet a conveyance. This is an expensive problem, and 
likely to mean in the future a greatly increased expenditure. 

The evaluation of an educational system depends chiefly upon 
instruction, and only secondarily upon equipment. With these 
two features in right relative adjustment it is possible to be- 
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come thoroughly well educated under some inconveniences 
of housing and seating. The teaching is the measure of the 
school, and the quality of the product from Grades I to XII 
inclusive is determined entirely by this influence. The natural 
law still obtains: it is impossible to get above the source of 
things. 

But a teaching staff is in no way responsible for a defective 
system, or for bad conditions arising from maladjustment with- 
in a system. The blame for faults of either sort rests entirely 
with superintendents and school boards. Given definite stand- 
ards, it is more than probable that the trained teacher will 
work up to them. If, however, standards are low or lacking 
altogether grade work will certainly fail to be progressive. We 
are a long way off from a perfect school system in Peterborough, 
but we feel that during the past year there has been some gain 
in standards. Citizens are not expected to study professionally 
school management, but they are entirely justified in criticizing 
results: the schools belong to them. They pay the bills. 

Financial conditions are not altogether what the School Board 
desire at this time. The March appropriations are for the school 
year beginning on the first of July next succeeding, and it seems 
that when accounts are balanced at the close of the school year 
on the 30th of June effort should be made to have no unpaid 
bills to be carried forward into the next year’s funds. Hence, 
our endeavors toward such a financial adjustment. There is 
still outstanding a bill for $350 due Haynes and Mason, archi- 
tects, of Fitchburg, Mass. This is for plans and specifications 
for a proposed addition to the Center building, which was re- 
jected at the annual meeting in March, 1923. 

There are various Peco itanenciat tae that might be ee 
whereby the school system would be enriched, and certain su- 
perficialities corrected that seem determined sometimes to 
exist. Such betterment is properly the specific work of school 
officials, and its details not the purpose of this report. It does 
not, however, at this time involve any greatly increased expen- 
diture, but rather better adjustment and better distribution 
of the funds already available. 

Peterborough citizens are not parsimonious in school appro- 
priations, but inclined to liberality, and justifiably proud of 
educational attainments. Hence, we welcome your interest, 
your Inquiry, and your advice.
